It is obſervable therefore in our Prayer 

for the King, at the Communion Service, 
we beg that God would enable us duly to confider 

whoſe Authority he hath, that ſo we may faithful.

nance. I deſire here not to be miſunderſtood : 1 
do not mean, by what I have ſaid on this To- 
pick, that any Earthly Rulers have a ſpeciu] No- 
mnation and Appointment from Heaven. No 
one ſure will venture to affirm this of the Roman 
Emperors who were the Powers then in Being, 
when the general Precepts above-recited were 

wen. The Doctrine therefore I deliver is, that 
Chriſtianity (though it explains not upon, nor 
5 intermeddles with the Fum and Models of 
Government, vr the Civil Rights of any Nation 
or People, yet) obliges us to regard the higher 
Powers, lawfully eſtabliſhed and conſtituted, 

as derived from, and commiſſioned by him who is 
the Fountain of all Power; and therefore re- 

uires from every Man, of what Degree or 
Quality ſoever, Obedience and Subjection there- 
unto. If any ask how far this Obedience and 
Subjection are to extend? I anſwer, as far as

by 
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the Laws of God in general, and the Laws of 


the Land in particular, do require. But the 
Meaſures hereof, with regard to the ſeveral 
Parts of the Conſtitution of this Kingdom, as 
it is not my Province, fo I ſhall not preſume to 
determine. It is ſurely very plain, that the Do- 
ctrine I am now recommending, could have no 
place at all in the Hearts of thoſe Men whoſe 


Wickedneſs gave occaſion to this Day's Solemni- 


ty. What Subject, that believed the Authority 
of the King to be derived upon or veſted in him, 
by all the Right which a conjunction of Sacred 


and Civil Laws could give, would have pre- 


ſumed, by Force, to diveſt him thereof? Who 
durſt have been concern'd in that' pretended 
High Court of Fuſtice, wherein our late Gracious 
Sovereign King Charles the Firſt was arraigned, 
in a Stile and Manner never known to nor heard 
of in any Court of Juſtice before, as a Traitor to 


the Good People of England? Wherein He who 
was Supreme in all Cauſes, and over all Perſons, 


was treated as the meaneft as well as the worſt of 


Men, and without Remorſe; yea, with all the 


dreadful Solemnity of Mock-Law and Mock-Fu- 


ſtice, deprived of his Crown and Life. 


2. Another Branch of our Duty bound upon 
us by this Command of Fearing the King, is, to 
Pay all poſſible Reſpect and Honour to his Per- 
fon. By which I mean, not only that we give 
him all the Civil Honour which' is dire&ed tobe - 


paid by the Laws and Cuſtoms of the Country, 


but that we look upon themas God's Deputies and 
Vicegerents, conceive an high Eſteem and Vene-

ration for them, and in no Caſe, and under no 
Pretence, preſume to offer Violence to their Per- 
ſons, No doubt but Kings are liable to the 
fame Paſſions, and encompaſs d with the fame 
- Infirmities as other Men;; but yet in regard of 
their eminent Station, and the exalted Sphere 
they act in, we ſhould ſpeak always reſpectfull 
of them, put the beſt Colours upon thoſe 
Actions which are moſt liable to Cenſure, and 
decently - cover their Weakneſſes and Frailties. 
This fort of Honour ſeems to be provided for, 
by-thofe Maxims which have obtained among us, 
That our Kings. cannot err, or do wrong. If 
they commit Wiſſakes, we are reſpectfully to 
ſuppoſe them to be led into them; if they tranſ- 
greſs the Bounds of thoſe Laws which tis their 
Province to adminiſter, their Exceſſes are char- 
ged upon evil Counſellors, and they accounta- 
ble to their Fellow- Subjects: But far ſhould 
we be from taking all Occaſions to traduce or 
deſame the Prince, to leſſen the Reſpect due to 
his Perſon, and weaken the Reins of his Go- 
vernment. Thon ſbalt not curſe, or ſpeak evil 
of the Ruler of ti People, was a known Precept 
in * Law. Curſe not the King (ſays Solo- 
mon, Eecleſ. x. 20.) no, not in thy Thought. Let 
nothing induce thee to ſpeak opprobrioufly of 
him, and that in regard of the Danger, as 
well as the Sin, for 4 Bird of the Air ſhall carry 
the Voice, and that which hath Wings ſball tell 
the: Matter; by ſome ſecret undiſcernible 
Means it may reach the Prince's Ear, and thou 
fall under the Weight of his Diſpleaſure. How 
ele WJ - widely 
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widely diſtant from all this, how contrary to 3 

it was the Temper and Behaviour of the late 
Regicides ? What Pains did they take to raiſe 
Jealouſies in the People againſt their Prince, 
and alienate their Affections from him? How 
ſevere and bitter were their Invectives againſt 
him? How unjuſtly did they repreſent him, un- 
der thoſe Iwo Characters which will be al- 


ways hateful to the Britiſþ Nation, I mean, the 1 
Characters of a Tyrant, and a Papiſt. Thus, by 2 
deſtroy ing his Reputation, they the more eaſily 1 5 


effected their Deſign upon his Perſon, which at . 
length they deſtroyed too; but not in the open 1 
Field, where the Heat and Tumult of a Battle 
might have given ſome colour for an Excuſe,

and intercede with our God, not only in behalf 
of our ſelves, or for thoſe who 21 the ſame 
Faith and Hope with us, but alſo for Infidels 
and Idolaters; for thoſe who are Enemies to the 
Croſs of Chriſt, and Perſecutors of his Servants; 
in one word, for the Univerſal Race of Man- 
kind. But then weare to be particularly earneſt 
for Kings and Princes, becauſe their Power is

ſure upon them. It was always therefore the 
Practice of the Chriſtians to pray for the Rulers 
and Governors of the State under which they 
lived ; and Petitions of this ſort are to be found 
in all the Ancient Liturgies. It was the Practice 
of the Jews too, to pray for thoſe Powers un- 
der which, by the juſt Judgments of God, they 
were ſometimes reduced; namely, for the Per- 
ſians, Egyptians and Romans, till they begun 
that Rebellion which ended in their utter Ruin;

any.” Grievances of this kind to complain of, 
would it be modeſt in them to ask the State to 
"redreſs them, or would it be fit for the State to 
regard their Complaints? Surely, Order, and 
Peace, and Law, and Juſtice will not ceaſe to be 
excellent and defirable Things; becauſe it may be 
convenient for ſome Men that they be diſturbed, 
and ſhaken, and overthrown. If therefore oy 
would make any thing of this Pretence, they muſt 
ſhew what Laws have been reverſed or broken in 
upon; they muſt ſpecify what As of arbitrary 
or. oppreſſive Power have been exerciſed ; they 
muſt convince us how the Proteſtant Intereſt in 
general, or the Church of England in particu- 
Aar, will be better ſupported and maintain'd by 
one ' of the Roman Catholick Communion, than 
by a Prince of its own Communion ! But I will 
purſue this old worn-out Pretence no farther, 
becauſe I verily believe I ſpeak to thoſe who 
ſee the Emptineſs, the Folly, and Sin of it, and 
who have à juſt and heart Abhorrence e the 
preſent” unnatural. Rebellion: Nor can I. help

Laſtly, What Horror 
and Aſtoniſnment muſt one be ſtruck with, to 
fee Proteſtants and Britons labouring for a 
Change, which, if ever it take Effect, muſt 
end in the loſs of thoſe Liberties which their 
Fore-fathers held dear as their Lives, and in 
the Extirpation of that Religion which they 
Held much dearer than their Lives; and for the 
Preſervation of which, they often ſacrificed them 
with Chearfulneſs and Alacrity > What remains 
now, but that we be fo far from concurring 
with, or giving any Countenance, to ſuch dan- 
gerous Innovators, that we unite for the Sup- 
port of our King and Country, and the fruſtra- 
tion of the Deſigns of all the Enemies of both. 
For this Purpoſe, let it be our firſt Care to avert 
the Divine Wrath,which we have too much Rea- 
fon to fear may hang over us for our Inconſtancy, 
and Ingratitude, and may at laſt wax hot againſt 
us as a murmuring and perverſe Generation. Let
